The following is a synopsis of Bylaw No 493A of the Town of 
Raymond which has been given first and second readings by 
the Council and will be finally passed within four weeke after 
the assent of the Proprietary Electors of the Town of Ray- 
mond voting thereon, 

The Bylaw provides: 


1. That the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer of the Town of 
Raymond be authorized to sign an agreement on behalf of 
the Town of Raymond with the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Company Limited for the supply of Natural Gas to the 
inhabitants of the said town as soon as same is ratified by 
two-thirds of the proprietary electors of theTown of Raymond 
voting thereon when the said bylaw is submitted. ° 


2. This Bylaw is subject to the approval of the Board of Public 


Utility Commissioners and has been approved by the sald 
Board subject to the approval of the Proprietary electors. 


FOLLOWING IS A SYNOPSIS OF PROPOSED AGREEMENT 


1. The Agreement is between the. Town of Raymond and 
Canadian Western Natural Gag Company Limited | 


2. The Company agrees to supply gas to the Town and 
inhabitants on or before December 3ist, 1955, and the 
Town agrees to grant a franchise to the Company for ten 
years from December 31st, 1955. 


3. The Company agrees to supply a performance bond in 
the sum of $5,000, to supply gas by December Stet, 1965 
and the Town shali give an extension of this time on good 
cause shown by the Company. 


4. If the Company decides that it cannot supply gas as 
Provided in the bond then the $5,000 shall be forfeited. 


5. The Town gives the Company the right to excavate in 
the streets and lanes to lay the necessary pipe and fittings. 


6.The Company agrees to give the Town plans of its dis- 
tribution system, to do as little damage as possible and 
will indemnify the Town for damages or claims in connect- 
lon with Company operations. 


7. The Company will deliver gas to the property line of 
customers. 


8. The Town agrees to join with the Company in an appll- 
cation to the Provincial Government validating the sald 
agreement. 


9. The contract may be renewed for a further period of 
ten years. 


10. The rates for gas shall be such as are agreed upon by 
the parties — failing such agreement, at prices fixed by 
the Utility Board 


11, All equipment, plant and pipe lines are subject to Town 
taxation but taxes shall not exceed 5% of gross receipts 
of the Company and shall not exceed 1% of gross receipts 
for first five years.

Open to amateur and professional song writers 
of Alberta, Entrants must have been resident in 
Alberta since October Ist, 1954, or, if mot resi- 
dent at the present time, must previously have 
been resident in Alberta for a period of five 
years or more, 


Songs may be for solo voice or unison singing 
as well as part-songs for two, three or four 
voices, If the compositions are designed to have a 
full plano accompaniment, this must be provided. 
(N.B, Failure to provide full accompaniment to 
songs requiring it will render the contestant 
Mable to disqualification.) 


$750 in prizes will be awarded to the compost- 
tions considered by the judges to be the best 
submitted. A substantial sum of money will be 
awarded to the most outstanding entry. If in the 
opinion of the judges, no submissions meet the 
required standards no prizes will be awarded.
